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National Tuberculosis 
Association Institutional 
Advisory Service 
Discontinued 


During the past ten years the ex- 
ecutive office of the National Associ- 
ation maintained a service for the 
purpose of demonstrating the need of 
sanatoria, aiding in the selection of 
sites for them and in cooperating with 
architects in developing the type of 
institution and the plans therefor. 
The services rendered by Mr. T. B. 
Kidner and Mr. Jamieson Marshall 
are well known to the affiliated asso- 
ciations. Announcement that this 
service has been discontinued has al- 
ready been made. 

The service was discontinued for the 


following reasons: 

1. The affiliated associations with the co- 
peration and aid of state and local 
health departments are now able in 
most instances to demonstrate the need 
of a sanatorium. 

. These two agencies should be able to 
select a site. 

. They should be able to cooperate with 
the architects in securing competent 
experts in sanatorium construction 
when they are needed.

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Applications for Admission 
to Rome Conference of 
International Union 

Against Tuberculosis 


The National Association calls the 
attention of official delegates to the 
Conference of the International Union 
Against Tuberculosis to be held in 
Rome, September 25-27, and others 
who will attend, to the directions for 
making their applications as issued by 
the Conference. 

“Honorary Members, Councillors 
and Ordinary Members of the Inter- 
national Union are invited to the 
Conference and will receive, free of 
charge, a copy of the Proceedings. 

“According to the method adopted 
by their national organization they 
may send in their application either 
through their Government or Asso- 
ciation, or direct to the Conference 
headquarters, namely the ‘Federa- 
zione Nazionale Italiana Fascista per 
la Lotta contro la Tubercolosi’ The 
Secretariat of the International Union 
will also be at the disposal of ordinary 
members of the Union and will trans- 
mit their applications up to the date 
of September 15, 1928. 

“Persons not belonging to the 
Union may also be admitted as ‘Mem- 
bers of the Conference’ on the recom- 
mendation of their Governments or 
National Associations. 

“Any persons who wish to be ad- 
mitted as members of the Conference 
must accordingly apply in the first 
instance to their Government or Na- 
tional Association. ‘These alone are 


qualified to forward these applications 
to the Organization Committee in 
Rome.” 
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Summary of Program of the Twenty-Fourth Annual 
Meeting of the National Tuberculosis Association 


Portland, Oregon, June 19 to 21 inclusive 


The program for the Twenty- 
fourth Annual Meeting of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association, fol- 
lowing the plan of the programs of 
previous years, is divided into four 
main sections, Pathological, Clinical, 
Sociological and Administrative. This 
summary outlines the principle topics 
in each section and the speakers, al- 
though no attempt is made to list 
all of the topics of discussion nor the 
exact form and order in which they 
will appear in the final program. 


Pathological Section 


The Pathological Section will hold four 
sessions as follows: Tuesday morning, 
June 19; Tuesday afternoon, June 19; 
Wednesday morning, June 20; and 
Thursday afternoon, June 21. 

The first session will be a symposium 
on Gross and Microscopic Pathology of 
Tuberculosis. Among the topics to be 
discussed in this symposium are Com- 
parative Morbid Anatomy of Tubercu- 
losis, Histology of Healed Lesions, Intes- 
tinal Tuberculosis, and Kidney Lesions. 
The principal speakers in this session are 
Dr. Herbert Fox, Philadelphia; Dr. 
Richard H. Jaffé, and Dr. Samuel A. 
Levinson of Chicago; Dr. Benjamin 
Goldberg, Dr. R. W. Brown of Chicago; 
Dr. Charlotte Van Winkle of Oak Ter- 
race, Minnesota. 

The Tuesday evening session on the 
Technical Phases of Heliotherapy (Phys- 
ical Properties of Light) promises to be 
one of the most interesting and valuable 
sessions of the entire meeting. There are 
three papers in this session, one on the 
Transmissibility of Ultraviolet Rays 
through various kinds of Glass, by Dr. 
W. W. Coblentz, Bureau of Standards, 
Washington, D. C.; another on the Com- 
parative Physical Properties of Sunlight, 
and Light from Artificial Sources, by 
Prof. Edison Pettit of Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia; and a third on Light Sources and 
Their Use in Therapy, by Dr. Brian 
O’Brien, Perrysburg, N. Y. 

The Wednesday morning session will 
contain a group of miscelloneous papers 
on immunity, variation in forms of tu- 
bercle bacilli, the filterable forms of 
tubercle bacilli, a much discussed subject 
at the present time, and other topics. 
Among the speakers at this session are 
Dr. Leroy U. Gardner of Saranac Lake, 
Dr. H. J. Corper of Denver, Dr. Henry 
C. Sweany of Chicago, Dr. Henry Sewall 
of Denver, Dr. W. P. Thompson of Balti- 
more. 

The fourth session of the Pathological 
Section on Thursday afternoon will con- 
tain the reports of some of the workers 
cooperating with the National Tubercu- 
losis Association’s Committee on Medical 


Research. Among the topics to be dis- 
cussed are The Contribution of Chemical 
Research on the Tubercle Bacillus by 
Alice Gertrude Renfrew of Yale Uni- 
versity; Further Biological Tests of 
Chemical Fractions by Sabin, Doan and 
Forkner of the Rockefeller Institute; and 
also a series of studies on the Develop- 
ment Cycle of the Tubercle Bacillus by 
a group of workers from Cornell Uni- 
versity. 


Clinical Section 


The Clinical Section will hold three 
sessions. The first session on Tuesday 
afternoon will contain a group of’ papers 
on heliotherapy, the principal speakers 
being Dr. C. L. Hyde of Akron, Ohio; 
Dr. A. M. Forster of Colorado Springs. 
In view of the wide interest aroused in 
the Northwest by the “Kirkpatrick Cure,” 
a paper from Dr. Arthur J. Cramp of the 
American Medical Association on Quack 
Medicine should prove of particular in- 
terest. 

The Wednesday afternoon session will 
be a symposium on collapse therapy with 
a discussion on the theracoplasty, artificial 
pneumothorax and related topics and 
with papers by Dr. William H. Thearle 
of Denver, Dr. Carl A. Hedblom of Chi- 
cago, Dr. LeRoy Peters of Albuquerque, 
and Dr. Ralph and Dr. Ray Matson of 
Portland. 

The Thursday afternoon session will 
contain a variety of miscellaneous papers. 


Sociological Section 


The Sociological Section will hold three 
sessions, the first coming on Tuesday 
afternoon. This session will be a sympo- 
sium on after-care of tuberculosis patients 
with discussions on the relative responsi- 
bility of the sanatorium, the health de- 
partment, the tuberculosis association, and 
the physician. Among the speakers are 
Dr. G. C. Bellinger of Salem, Oregon; 
Dr. William C. Hassler of San Francisco; 
and Dr. Ralph C. Matson of Portland, 
Oregon. 

The Wednesday afternoon session will 
deal with child health education and will 
discuss the subject from the point of view 
of the university and college, secondary 
school and the primary school. The 
principal speakers will be Mrs. Edna 
Watson Bailey of the University of Cali- 
fornia and Dr. J. A. Myers of Minne- 
apolis. 

The Thursday afternoon session will 
contain a group of miscellaneous papers 
of great interest to all tuberculosis work- 
ers. 


Administrative Section 


The program of the Administrative 
Section calls for three sessions. The first 
session on Tuesday afternoon will con- 
tain a group of papers dealing with the 
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purposes and aims of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association, by Dr. Linsly R. 
Williams; the transferring of demonstra- 
tion work to public authority, by Dr. Don- 
ald B. Armstrong; and more particularly 
a paper summarizing a year’s study in 
Michigan on a plan for the measurement 
of the effectiveness of public health work, 
by Prof. L. J. Carr of the University of 
Michigan. 

The second session of the Administra- 
tive Section will meet on Thursday morn- 
ing and will discuss among other topics 
the determination of local programs, in- 
cluding a discussion of budgets, the re- 
lations of the executive and his staff and 
other topics of interest. Among the speak- 
ers will be Frank Kiernan of Massachu- 
setts, Arthur M. Dewees of Philadelphia, 
George F. Granger of Detroit, Mrs. 
Saidie Orr-Dunbar of Portland, and 
Robert W. Osborne of New York City. 


The Wednesday afternoon session is di- 
vided into two parts, the first dealing 
with the subject of training of health 
workers, the discussion being opened by 
Dr. Philip A. Parsons of the University 
of Oregon. The second part of this pro- 
gram is a symposium on organization re- 
lationships with papers by Murray A. 
Auerbach of Indianapolis, and Miss 
Kathryne Radebaugh of Minneapolis, and 
others. 

In addition to the formal program there 
will be a number of other meetings. On 
Monday, June 18, the annual meeting of 
the American Sanatorium Association will 
be held. There will also be a regional 
meeting of the Pacific Coast representa- 
tives of the American Public Health As- 
sociation, a nurses’ conference and a 
Child Health Education conference, and 
other conferences on Christmas seals and 
related matters. 


Friday, June 22, has been set aside for 
a recreation day and the entire delegation 
attending the meeting are invited to a 
day’s outing over the world-famed Co- 
lumbia River highway and around the 
base of Mount Hood. 

Some measure of interest on the part 
of eastern and middle western represen- 
tatives in the meeting may be gathered 
from the fact that at least six cars have 
been assured on the special train running 
from Chicago and Minneapolis.

Hotel Benson Recom- 
mended at Portland 


In the list of hotels published in 
the last issue of the BULLETIN, the 
name of the Hotel Benson at Broad- 
way and Oak Streets was inadver- 
tently omitted. The Benson is a first 
class hotel and can be highly recom- 
mended. It is about eight blocks 
from the Masonic Temple. The rates 
are about the same as those of the 
other hotels. 

Tlie Multnomah is about twelve 
blocks from the Temple. This is 
the largest and leading commercial 
hotel in Portland, but it is probably 
too far away for most people. 


New Edition of “T. B. in 
Childhood” Exhibit 


The first edition of the exhibit on 
“Tuberculosis in Childhood” proved 
very popular. A new edition is now 
being prepared. The exhibit is in- 
tended for medical, public health and 
nursing groups. It may also be used 
to illustrate talks on juvenile tuber- 
culosis. 

There are two panels, measuring 
16” x 18” each. They are mounted 
on heavy gray cardboard, the edges 
bound with blue cloth tape. The let- 
tering is lithographed in black, with 
red initial letters and trim. Each 
panel is equipped with two hangers.

Chicago Municipal Sani- 
tarium Addition 


The Municipal Tuberculosis Sani- 
tarium of Chicago has opened a new 
225 bed addition. The first two 
floors consist of single rooms for 
treatment of cases needing special . 
treatment, such as pneumothorax and 
thorocoplasty. The third floor which 
has been decorated with friezes illus- 
trating nursery tales is for the care of 
children. There is also a large sola- 
rium for the treatment of gland and 
open tuberculosis.

In the future the Executive Office rec- 
ommends the following procedure to the 
affiliated associations: 


1. If there appears to be a need of a 
sanatorium, 

(a) Prepare table showing the aver- 
age annual number of deaths 
for five years. 

(b) Consult with the prominent phy- 
sicians as to need. 

(c) Confer with important county 
commissioners, judges or super- 
visors or with municipal au- 
thorities. 

(d) Ascertain whether law permits 
bond issues or appropriation or 
if referendum is necessary or 
required. 


_Note 1. A complete survey including 
visits to all homes where tuber- 
culous deaths or cases have 
been reported or visits to all 
physicians is not necessary. See 
Technical Series No. 3, “Sug- 
gestions for making a Case 
Finding Survey.” J. S. Whit- 
ney. 


Note 2. The state health officer should be 
consulted and his assistance 
requested, 


Note 3. The National Office will be glad 
to advise by correspondence 
and occasionally by visits of 
staff members. 


Note 4. If the state health officer desires 
further advice, he may call 
upon the Surgeon General, 
United States Public Health 
Service. 


2. In the selection of a site the advice 
of the State or Local Health Officer 
should be asked. The type of site re- 
quired is described in Technical Series 
No. 2. “Selecting a Site for a Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium,” T. B. Kidner. If 
a site has been tentatively agreed upon 
and the state health officer requires 
additional advice, he may call upon 
the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice therefor. 

3. In determining the type of institution, 

* number of beds, division of beds into 
ambulatory, infirmary, children or 
special, the advice of the state health 
Officer should be taken and if he needs 
further counsel he may call upon the 
United States Public Health Service 
therefor. 


Note: It must be remembered that the United 
States Public Health Service does not exer- 
cise any authority or give any advice on 
intra state matters except upon request of 
State Health Officer. 
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October Course in Tuber- 
culosis at University of 


Strasbourg 


The attention of those who are 
planning to attend the International 
Union meeting in Rome next Sep- 
tember is called to an announcement 
from the Faculty of Medicine, Uni- 
versity of Strasbourg, regarding a 
special course to be given at that In- 
stitution from October 8 to 25, and 
at Leysin, Switzerland, from Octo- 
ber 26 to November 5. 

The course at Strasbourg includes 
the Study of Clinical Tuberculosis in 
its Various Forms, both from the 
point of view of pathology and treat- 
ment and also a discussion of tuber- 
culosis in children. 

Among those who will participate 
are the following; Drs. Bauer, Blum, 
Gery, Rohmer, Boeckel, Froelich and 
Tempe. 

The course at Leysin will deal par- 
ticularly with heliotherapy and will 
include instruction from such eminent 
authorities as Morin, Jaquerod and 
Rollier. 

Applications for the course should 
be sent to Dr. E. Vaucher, University 
of Strasbourg, Strasbourg, France. 


Dr. H. R. M. Landis Presi- 
dent of Penn. Tuberculosis 
Society 
Dr. H. R. M. Landis, was elected 
president of the Pennsylvania Tuber- 
culosis Society at its 36th annual 
meeting at Harrisburg. He succeeds 
Dr. Charles H. Miner who declined 
re-election because of reasons which 
he felt prevented him from giving 
the necessary attention to the presi- 

dency. 

Dr. Landis, who is a director of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, is 
director of the clinical and sociolog- 
ical departments of the Henry Phipps 
Institute in Philadelphia and is also 
professor of clinical medicine at the 
University of Pennsylvania. One of 
his greatest achievements was his 
work as co-author with Dr. G. W. 
Norris in producing the standard text 
book, entitled Diseases of the Chest. 
Dr. Landis has for years been asso- 
ciated with the work at White Haven 
Sanatorium. He has made a special 
study of tuberculosis among Negroes. 


Are More Posters 


Needed ? 


At a recent meeting of the 
Advisory Committee on Publicity 
and Publications, the executive 
office of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association was instructed 
to inquire from the field at large 
whether there is a demand for 
more posters or for different 
posters in the tuberculosis field 
that can be met by the National 
Association. “Two questions are 
involved here. First, the produc- 
tion of posters which includes of 
course, the consideration of de- 
sign, printing, prices, etc. If 
there is a demand for posters in 
the field, and if the readers of the 
BULLETIN will indicate what 
kind of posters are desired, these 
questions with regard to the pro- 
duction of posters can be met. 

The other question, however, 
is much more difficult; namely, 
what is the demand for a poster 
of a given character. The Supply 
Service of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association cannot under- 
take, as a business proposition, to 
publish posters, for which there is 
no demand. Some indication of 
the demand for a given poster 
should therefore be given with 
suggestions regarding it. 

Readers of the BULLETIN are 
urgently requested to write to the 
National Association expressing 
their opinions on these questions. 
The more specific this informa- 
tion, the more helpful it will be.
